FOREWORD 


The present Annual of Painting and Sculpture of the San Francisco Art 
Association — seventy-seventh in the Association's long and honored 
series stretching back to the city's early years — introduces a new method 
of selecting the entries for the exhibition. Instead of the usual juries of 
selection and of awards, traditionally elected by the artist members of 
the Association and most frequently composed of active artists, which 
have functioned for the last twenty-three years, this year an acknowledged 
expert from New York, who indeed had never visited California previously, 
was invited to be the sole juror for both selection and awards. The invita- 
tion to Mr. Thomas B. Hess, art writer and critic and Executive Editor of 
Art News, to assume the heavy responsibility of choosing the Annual of 
1958 and of making the awards for it marks an historical point in the 
evolution of the Annuals. In this sense the Seventy-seventh Annual recalls 
the Fifty-fifth of twenty-three years ago, which, as the first in the Mu- 
seum's present quarters, launched the Annuals as regularly recurrent exhi 
bitions under the management of the Museum. The present innovation 


may very well be equa ly fruittul, and it rounds off appropriately the per- 
iod in art growth in San Francisco that the Annuals have led since 1935. 


The Fifty-fifth Annual of the San Francisco Art Association was one of 
the major exhibitions marking the re-opening of he San Francisco Mu- 
seum of Art in its present quarters in January, 1935. Inclusion of that 
Annual among the featured exhibitions assembled for that occasion from 


elsewhere was symbolic. It expressed at once the Museum's close con- 
nexion with the Art Association and its intention of making contemporary 
art in general, and work of the artists of the region in paiticular, a major 
concern. That policy has never wavered. Since that time the Annuals have 
each year reviewed the evolution of art in the United States as reflected 
by the artists submitting to the exhibition, of whom the majority has 
naturally been from California. In the 1935 Annual there were a few works 
turning toward abstraction, but they indicated no more than an almost 
imperceptible minor trend. In the Seventy-seventh Annual the majority 
of examples of painting and sculpture falls under the general heading of 
abstract, and the literal or explicit subject is rare. 


In his search for quality the single juror, like the juries composed of several 
members which preceded him, found his choice reflecting faithfully the 


contemporary modes of expression which interest artists everywhere. It 
can be said that from a certain isolation in the '30's — which was a hard- 
ship to artists in keeping in touch with the work of their fellows elsewhere, 
and an impediment to the public's interest in art and its support of it 
here — the San Francisco Bay Area has become by the ‘50's one of the 
centers in the country best informed on art of our time. A measure of the 
area's development in this regard is the Annual itself which, like those 
before it, represents a good review of the work of quality submitted. It 
is confirmed by the extent to which local artists, and those who have 
gone from here, participate in major recent art movements and have 
gained recognition, nationally and internationally. 


The Museum undoubtedly had a part in this development, and this seems 
an opportune time to recall its role. From 1935 it brought to the city 
contemporary art and art having bearing on it, in great quantity and 
variety and high quality, for artists and public to see. Likewise, its con- 
tinuous interest in the artists of the area, its exhibitions of their work, its 
plans for aiding them to be exhibited elsewhere, helped art growth here. 
But most of all its faith in art of the region and in the directions in which 
its artists chose to explore their media as well as its endeavors to provide 
for them a sympathetic bridge to the public surely have been a contribu- 
tion. It can be said now, in retrospect, that the confidence and hopes for 
art in this area, that have always been basic to the Museum's operation, 
have been rewarded beyond its expectations, and represent its greatest 
satisfaction. But the Art Association's part in art development here is 
still more direct. As a center around which artists of the region rally, as a 
school where artists of stature teach and bring their leadership to bear 
on the community and where young artists are soundly trained, the Assoc- 
jation is undoubtedly the most important factor of all in local art growth. 
The Annuals which it strives constantly to improve in quality and in their 
faithful representation of contemporary art are an important part of its 
contribution. Reviewing the awards through the years allows the standards 
established by the Annuals and their faithful reflection of the evolution 
of art in our time to be appreciated. In arranging to invite for the one-man 
jury a leader in art from outside the area, the Art Association has once 


more demonstrated its intention of encouraging art growth here. 


Mr. Hess had 1231 items to see, the largest number of submissions made 
in recent years. After two days of hard and careful reviewing of all the 
work submitted, he chose 97 paintings and 34 sculptures for the exhibi- 


tion, a total of 131. One hundred nine artists are from California and 
in some cases they are represented by two works. Twelve artists included 
are from outside the state, and in no case have they more than one entry. 
This is neither the largest, nor the smallest Annual to be presented in these 
galleries during the past 23 years. It runs slightly more than the normal 
proportion of acceptances in juried exhibitions, usually counted as in the 
neighborhood of ten per cent of the number of submissions. The total was 
decided without any consideration for the space available. 


The content of the show is for every informed and practiced person to 
judge for himself. Doubtless there will be endless discussion about it. The 
important thing is that an experienced eye saw the best that artists had 
sent in, sought out the particular quality he discerned, and chose a hand- 
some and vital exhibition. In many cases, he chose artists just entering on 
their careers as well as artists of established reputation. The Annual 
therefore represents one more cross section, one more review of the 
trends of our time as reflected principally by art in California. From the 
viewpoint of every professional artist here, whether included in the exhi- 
bition or not, there can be only satisfaction that a juried selection can 
produce in general a showing of such quality, strength, and variety. 


In a way the Seventy-seventh Annual confirms all the selections made for 
earlier exhibitions. But it had one new and valuable aspect: it assured 
what art represents here, what artists do here, being seen by a competent 
judge from beyond the circle of those already informed. This Annual, as 
culmination of the purpose of the Annuals since 1935 in contributing to 
the development of art here, may herald very well the next step — recog- 
nition of the fact that art of this region deserves to be more widely 
known and that ways to bring it to a more than local public must now 


be found. 


In closing this series of brief forewords to the Art Association's Annual 
exhibitions it is a great satisfaction to be able to look back over more 
than twenty-three years of significant exhibitions and to applaud in them 
such steady and sound development as the present one exemplities. | am 
glad to express here to the artists, who make them possible by participat- 
ing, warm thanks for their help. It is a pleasure to welcome the public to 
the exhibition, for it reflects the multiple aspects of art today for their 
understanding and enjoyment. May the Annuals always continue as such 
lively and living art surveys!
